Tw elve F o rts Constructed. 
At each place a number of detach­ 
ed forts were constructed along a 
perimeter drawn a distance varying 
from within four to six miles of the 
city. 
At Liege twelve of these torts 
were constructed, six on the right 
bank aud six on the left side of the 
river.

Scott W rote About It. 
Liege was made to figure largely 
in Sir W alter Scott’s novel, "Quentin 
Ourw ird,*' in which Scott made a 
notable blunder by speaking of tho 
people of Liege as tai King Flemish. 
The city is, in fact, the center of the 
Walloon country. 
The Walloons are 
Romanized Gauls, in a 
much 
truer 
sense than their Flemish neigh bors, 
and speak the French language. 
The city first appears in history iii 
the sixth centure*, at which time a 
town grew up 
around 
the 
original 
chalet founded There bv St. Monulph, 
bishop of Tongres. 
Thev were only in part successful. 
Liege was taken bv Marlborough in 
1702 and the fortress was garrisoned 
by the Dutch until 1718.

the fnil of Napoleon it was annexed 
to France and was known as the de­

8.—The 
state capitol commission, which was 
accused by Contractor K. F. Gill of 
having approved samples of Carthage 
limestone, which he din not submit, 
yesterday approved samples of Bur­ 
lington limestone from the Superior 
quarry in Jasper county, which Gill 
submitted for approval. 
In explanation Chairman Stephens 
said the commission did this to re­ 
move Gill’s complaint about the ap­ 
proval ut the Carthage samples.

said the samples submitted by Gill 
from the Superior quarry were of 
the same grade as that approved by 
the commission from Carthage. 
The 
commission determined to 
take 
no 
til cps to compel Gill to submit, a 
limestone quarry at this time. 
The interest of the 
state,” 
said 
Chairman Stephens, “are 
fully 
pro­ 
tected. 
The contractor is under $1,- 
00,OOO to build this capitol of the 
material approved by us and to com­ 
plete it. by July I, 1916, and we intend 
to hold bim to the very letter of the 
cont r a d .” 
The. commission has not approved 
the subcontract of tile Ingalls Stone 
company for dressing and setting the 
stone, because they say it is not in 
proper form. 
It was stated here last night that 
C. B. Ingalls, cf the 
Ingalls 
Stone 
company, of Missouri, will establish 
a plant for dressing stone for the cap­ 
itol at Cassville. 
This is taken to 
mean that Gill intends to get the 
stone at Cassville, the 
samples 
of 
which were rejected by the conimis- 
svon. 
However, Stephens said, the 


c o m m issio n will approve- any stone 
which comes up to the standard of 
the Carthage stone approved.

Budget From the Pettis County Farm 
Adviser. 


On Tuesday next, July ll, an all-1 
day meeting and basket dinner will | 
ne held on the farm of W. L. Brown,| 
about four miles 
south 
of „ Sweet 
Springs and five or six miles west of I 
Houstonia. 
Any one who has been in attend-1 
once at these affairs in Blackwater , 
township may readily form the con- ■ 
elusion that. it is 
well 
worth any; 
one’s time to attend, 
and threshing 
is pretty well over. 
There are several valuable lessons 
Teing demonstrated 
on 
this farm, 
i i:d the very best way for us to get 
actual ideas is to “be shown.” 
Mr. Brown’s work With soy beans 
m d alfalfa were 
commendable, 
in­ 
deed, and it is only a matter of time j 
when almost every farmer xCill grow J 
'-onie alfalfa. 
Every farmer who is! 
desirous of the greatest returns 
in j 
proportion to outlay will be growing 
soy beans. He will grow them wher­ 
ever he grows corn. That they are 
helpul to corn is 
no 
more guess 
^ o rk than that 
black 
locusts 
are 
helpful to bluegrass. 
Any one who has 
ever 
used his 
e j es in co-operation with his “think 
tank” has observed that in a black 
locust grove, unless the trees are ex­ 
ceptionally thick, 
there 
is a most 
wonderful growth of bluegrass. The 
same person should 
also 
see 
that 
timothy which contains clover is hea­ 
ter 
timothy, 
other 
tilings 
being 
equal, than where the clover is not 
v.ith it. And for the same identical 
reason that black locust helps blue­ 
grass and the clover helps timothy, 
toy beans and cowpeas, in the prop­ 
er proportions in the corn, will most 
certainly benefit it. 
There are at least 
three reasons 
for this fact. 
The soy beans, cow­ 
peas and other legumes secure nitro­ 
gen from the air and deposit it in 
the ground, and the corn to a certain 
extent most certainly needs some of 
the nitrogen. There are none of the 
m asses, such as 
corn 
or wheat or 
oats, timothy or bluegrass, that can 
secure nitrogen 
from 
the 
air, yet 
they must have it 
in 
their growth. 
The corn proven 
in 
ground well 
supplied with 
nitrogen 
will 
have a 
better feeding value than if grown in 
s,oil deficient in nitrogen. It has been 
demonstrated time 
and 
time again 
that soy 
beans, 
especially, require 
\ery little moisture for their growth. 
' Tri their growth they form a shade 
around each hill 
of 
corn and this 
shade assists in preventing evapora­ 
tion of water: and from the best ob­ 
servations that I have been able to 
m ake for a number of years the soy 
bean doe& not remove as much wa­ 
ter in its growth as would otherwise 
he evaporated from around the hill 
cf corn by the hot sun and the wind. 
During the terrific heat of 1913 ev­ 
ery tow n sh ip in the county was vis­ 
ited by myself, and I endeavored to 
observe conditions just as closely as 
was able to do. I could not help but 
conclude that the 
fields 
of corn in 
^hich the cowpeas 
and 
soy beans 
-xere not growing. 
I wish I could impress upon every 


Pettis county farmer the great nee- 
e-sity for observation. And I wish to 
take this occasion 
to 
say. do not 
trike my word about what I ani say­ 
ing, in the event 
that 
you 
would 
take the trouble and time to investi­ 
gate for yourself. That is certainly a 
better way to find out. “One’s eyes 
should not deceive him.” 
The people 
were 
called 
to 
the 
farm of Mr. Files, not for the prima­ 
ry purpose of eating a good dinner 
and listening to some poor speeches, 
but to observe 
the 
work 
of the 
fields, and for 
this 
same 
identical 
reason we are inviting 
you 
to the 
farm of M*\ Brown, 
and 
any man 
will be well paid who will take^ the 
tru e to investigate. 
The best evidence T have that the 
soy beans, especially, are profitable 
Is from the fact that I have never 
r et , found a farmer who has grown 
them in an impartial 
trial 
for as 
much as two or three years who will 
not recommend them to other farm­ 
ers.

ECONOMICAL FEED FOR COWS 


Home Grown Foods, as Rule, Should 
Form Main Reliance o? Dairy­ 
man— Some Good Lessons. 


(Tty M. K. WOODWORTH.) 
Economical feeding of a dairy herd 
is a rubject which cannot ba fully 
explained In a short paper, but there 
are a few-* points which I might men­ 
tion w'hich would cause the reader to 
further 
investigate 
for 
himself, 
ll 
I could say 
something that would 
cause dairymen to look into the m at­ 
ter, my best hopes would bo realized, 
for it is easy for a man to be shown 
after he is willing to learn. 
As a rule home-grown foods should 
form the main 
reliance, but com­ 
mercial feed* and 
purchased grains 
w ill necessarily occupy a more or less 
prominent place in dairy rations for 
years to come. 
How' milch of these 
feeds we can use at a profit depends 
upon their cost and the quality of the 
cows 
we 
are 
feeding. 
Generally 
speaking, the man who is producing 
the city milk can afford to feed more 
grain than the man who is producing 
products that can be held over in 
storage for longer periods of time. 
Viewed from 
another 
standpoint, 
the cow’ that Is fed starvation rations 
and those fed more than they can di 
gest and turn to a profit, are both 
losing money for their owners. 
It is 
somewhere between 
these extremes 
that the successful 
dairyman must 
set his standard. 
It Is his business 
to find out and no dairy authority on 
earth can.inform him intelligently. 
It 
is one of the many lessons we must 
work out 
by 
associating with our 
stock.

The department of agriculture re­ 
cently reported the result of experi­ 
ments to test the effect of oats on 
the flavor of milk. 
These experi­ 
ments showed that oats do not have 
the beneficial effects on the flavor of 
milk which many dairymen believe 
But as corn and bran constituted the 
ration tested against oats, the public 
has gained the impression erroneous­ 
ly that the department recommends 
the feeding of corn and bran to im­ 
prove the flavor of milk. 
Of fifty 
opinions 
expressed 
regarding 
the 
flavor of the samples, twenty-five pre 
ferred the milk from cows fed corn 
and bran. 
Ag sixteen preferred the 
milk from cows fed oats and nine ex 
pressed no choice, it does not appea* 
that either ration has any decided ad 
vantage over the other. 
There can 
be no great superiority in the bran 
and corn when one-half of the opin­ 
ions were either indifferent or were 
in favor of the other milk. 
In view 
of these experiments the department 
does not recommend the feeding of 
bran aud corn to improve the flavor 
of milk. Oats, corn, alfalfa, hay, cot­ 
tonseed meal, linseed meal, bran, glu 
ten and other good feeds for dairy 
cows when properly fed in reason 
able amounts produce a fine-flavored 
milk, but there Is no substantial evi 
dence that any one of Hu n is ss 
perior to any of the others iii th:, 
respect. 
The relative prices of the different 
feeds will determine in most cases 
which are to be preferred in making 
up a ration for dairy cows.

OPERATION OF A ROAD DRAG 


Some Simple Lessons Given by Man 
Who Learned by Years of Expe­ 
rience— Helper Is Needed. 


Here 
are 
some 
simple 
lessons, 
worth 
considering, 
which 
I 
have 
learned by years of experience with 
the road drag, writes John K. Good­ 
man in Progressive Farmer. 
1. 
Make your drag reversible (i. e., 
to move dirt right or left) by altering 
the hitch. 
Have the hind section 
about five-sixths the length of the 
front one; and face both front and 
rear sections entire length with iron 
or steel. 
2. 
For best results under varying 
conditions of road surface as to dry, 
damp, hard or soft, I find it pays to 
have a man along at the end of a rope 
attached to the rear end of drag to 
properly steer the machine, and coun­ 
teract its tendency to slide around 
hard bumps which need trimming off 
and smoothing. 
It is not so easy a 
matter as talking about it, for one 
man (the driver) to rightly direct the 
course and work of the drag by step­ 
ping from point to point, as common 
directions go; in fact, ofttimes impos­ 
sible. 
Then the driver’s weight is 
not always needed on the drag, but 
can be there in an instant when re­ 
quired.

First of a Series of Articles That 
Will

ferent Measures.

Jefferson City, Mo., Aug. S.— Here 


follows the first of a series of arti­ 


cles which will give arguments both 
or and against the 
measures 
that 
will appear on the constitutional bal­ 
lot. at the November election. 
The 
voter desiring 
to 
vote 
knowingly 
should carefully preserve this article 
and watch for each succeeding arti­ 
cle. 
The arguments given below were 
prepared by proponents 
and 
oppo­ 
nents of the measure. 
The only pur­ 
pose of the state department, in giv­ 
ing 
these 
arguments is to furnish 
valuable information to the voter, and 
the secretary of state is iii no way 
responsible for assertions made on 
either side of any subject discussed. 
The measures will appear in the 
same order as they will be found on 
Hie constitutional ballot, and will be 
correspondingly so numbered. 
The reasons given why Amendment 
No. I should he adopted are as fol­ 
lows: 
Amendment No. I, or the "anti-sin­ 
gle tax amendment.” proposes three 
changes in the initiative a n i refer­ 
endum. 
First, most important, like 
the new* Ohio constitution, it forbids 
submission by initiative petition of 
another election for statewide single 
tax (and to prevent its evasion by 
the adoption of single tax and ex­ 
emption of personalty from taxation 
in some city and thereby unjustly 
imposing all taxes on realty therein 
and luring the money of the state to 
th.at locality). 
This amendment also 
forbids the use of state initiative pe­ 
titions to authorize local option iii 
taxation, or to repeal these anti-sin­ 
gle tax provisions. 
The mere agita­ 
tion of single tax is damaging, and 
ibis amendment justly forbids a few 
agitators using the small percentage 
of voters required on initiative peti­ 
tions to place single tax (repudiated 
in 1912 by a majority of 421,490 votes) 
on the ballot every two years merely 
for agitation or to cause voters to 
vote “no” and defeat good legislation. 
Second, it provides that after any 
other proposition is submitted by in 
itiative and defeated, the people can 
not again be harrassed with the same 
proposition 
by 
Initiative 
for 
five 
years, 
lf the vote and sentiment jus­ 
tifies, the legislature may resubmit 
before five years. 
Third, it provides 
that genuineness of signatures to pe­ 
titions shall be passed on by county 
courts*. 
The amendment will not in­ 
terfere with submission of any ques­ 
tion by the legislature, and will not 
prevent the reform or submission of 
any tax questions, such as university, 
road or other tax questions (other 
than single tax) by the legislature or 
bv initiative. 
It will end single tax 
until there is sufficient sentiment for 
thy legislature to submit it and will 
improve, 
strengthen 
and 
prevent 
abuse of initiative and referendum. 
It. was submitted by a vote of 27 to 3 
in the state senate and 99 to 24 in the 
house. 
It is backed by the Missouri 
Anti-Single Tax League and should be 
supported by all true friends of init­ 
iative and referendum and opponenets 
of single tax. 
The reasons given by the opponents 
of No. L against its adoption are as 
follows: 
This amendment is called by its ad­ 
vocates 
the anti-single tax amend­ 
ment. 
This is entirely misleading, 
because the anti-single tax provision 
is the smallest part of it. The amend­ 
ment goes so much further that it 
practically destroys the initiative and 
referendum, the greatest weapon of 
the people against 
corruption 
and 
privilege. 
It does this: 
( ll 
By denying the right of the 
people ever to change this provision 
of the constitution if adopted. 
(2> By providing a system cf filing 
petitions and verifying signatures so 
filled with jokers in regard to the 
time allowed for that work as to en­ 
able a few negligent county officials 
to defeat petitions signed by thou­ 
sands jof voters. 
(3) Bv» preventing 
any 
defeated 
proposition from 
being resubmitted 
for five years. 
(4) By preventing the use of the 
initiative for any change whatever in 
our tax system. 
(51 By giving the legislature power 
to re-enact a law rejected by the peo­ 
ple through' the referendum. 
It is absurd to offer the single tax 
as a reason for favoring this sweep­ 
ing amendment, because we are in
